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Police want to 
educate parents, 
teens, in light of 
two child porn cases

Cases of child pornography being produced and distrib¬ 
uted by teens have been cropping up in Didsbury. 

Police heard two reports last month where teen girls 
from Didsbury were either photographing or video 
recording themselves naked and sharing this documenta¬ 
tion with others. And wellness workers are saying these 
aren’t the only incidents. 

“1 think it’s a problem with any kids just in general wit h 
the opportunities of the technological toys. I’ve heard 
across the board basically from most of the family school 
wellness workers that this is an issue going on for a lot of 
kids,” said Robbin Bowman, director of FCSS in Cars tains. 
Bowman sits on the board for family school wellness for 
Chinook’s Edge School Division and said this is an issue 
she’s hearing from wellness workers all over the school 
division. “It’s something parents need to be aware of.” 

Findings from Young 
Canadians in a Wired World 
indicate 37 per cent of 11 to 12 
year olds visit private and 
adult-only chat rooms and 66 
per cent of teens 13 to 14 do. 

One in five children who us* 1 
computer chat rooms has 
been approached online by 
pedophiles. 

In the two cases reported to 
RCMP parents weren’t aware 
what their child was engaging 
in until after it was reported 
to police. 

One of the two cases 
involved sexting. A teen girl 
took a photo of herself on her 
cellphone and sent it out to a 
teen boy and he then texted it 
out to his friends. Police won't release the age of the girl, 
because they are concerned a specific age will relate to a 
specific grade and her identity could be discovered. 

In the second case, a teen girl met someone in an online 
chat room and over the course of a year started making 
sexually explicit videos of herself with a webcam and 
sharing with the person she met in the chat room. 

She eventually shared this information with a family 
member who brought it forward to the police and the case 
is now under investigation to determine who has been 
viewing these videos. 

“I don’t think there is a why (kids do this). It seems to 
be the more our lives become wrapped up in technology 
what child of 12 doesn’t have a cellphone?” said (’pi. Kim 
Krasman with the Southern Alberta Integrated Child 
Exploitation Team in Calgary. “Because children are so 
much more in touch with technology generally speaking 
than their parents are, they’re using it in ways their par¬ 
ents aren't even thinking of. ... It seems children are 
becoming much more sexualized at a younger age. What 
seems like a really had idea to me, children don’t seem to 
be concerned about.”

Mayor Brian Wittal was in the hot seat 
last Wednesday night during a question 
and answer period of the all-candidates 
forum. 


Residents were asked to present written 
questions during a 46-minute question and 
answer period directed at candidates run¬ 
ning for mayor and council in Didsbury as 
well as county councillor candidates. 

Questions for Wittal focused around tax 
rates, bringing in more businesses, road 


and drainage plans, U-tums down main 
street, snow removal and composting. 

One submission questioned what has 
been done in the last three years to collect 
more tax from commercial sources. Wittal 
said now that annexation of land has been 
finalized they can start to work on getting 
more businesses into Didsbury but said 
some companies aren’t in a hurry to relo¬ 
cate because of the current economy. He 
lists! the same reasoning when asked why 
there weren’t more grocery stores in town, 
saying that companies aren’t interested in 
coming to Didsbury during an economic 
slowdown when they already have stores 
set up in towns close by such as Olds and 
Carstairs. 

“We are working on a strategy of attract¬ 
ing new businesses,” explained Wittal 
when asked what council has done to 
bring more businesses into Didsbury. He 
said council needs to come up with an 
incentive for new businesses that doesn’t 
hurt or affect businesses already set up in 
town. 

People were also concerned there was¬ 
n’t enough enforcement with ll-tums 
occurring on main street and another per¬ 
son wanted to know if a guardrail would 
be put up along Dead Man’s Drop. Wittal 
encouraged people to write down the 
licence plate number of people making IJ- 
turns, and said council looked into putting 
a guardrail in place along Dead Man’s Drop 
but decided it was a “very expensive 
option that probably would not resolve the 
issue that somebody going too fast would 
really effectively stop them from going 
over the coulee." 

Wittal defended the composting pro¬ 
gram when questioned why people that 
don’t use the green bins have to pay for the 
service, explaining that it's a way to keep 
garbage down. He said there isn’t an effec¬ 
tive way of monitoring who uses it and 
who doesn’t in order to determine who 


should pay for the service. 

He also explained that the snow removal 
budget focuses primarily on main roads, in 
front of schools and hospitals and “ On a 
year where we have a lot of snow the 
budget disappears fast," after being asked 
why people pay for snow removal but 
rarely see it done on their streets. 

Town members questioned contender 
Rick Lavigne about his qualification and 
his platform. 

“Why am I running for mayor? Because 
I’m a citizen just like you. I see things 
wrong and 1 think it’s time for change,” he 
said, adding that what be doesn’t know 
he’ll take upon himself to learn. He was 
also ribbed about a comment he made in 
The Review when he said “I’m not out to 
whack anybody." A resident asked who he 
would “whack" in order to pay for the 
skateboard park and he said it’s a matter 
of getting the cooperation from volunteers 
and support from businesses. 

Council candidates were asked if they 
had an online presence, how many new 
candidates had ever been to a council 
meeting before, and if council planned to 
offer taxi service for residents. 

Bob Davidson explained the handibus 
that will drive people to various events if 
they call up and ask for the service, but a 
woman in the crowd answered back that it 
only runs certain days of the week and 
doesn’t run in the evenings. Another 
crowd member shouted out that there are 
two taxi services in town and candidate 
Kay Anderson confirmed there is a man 
driving a funeral car who has been offering 
his services for the last year and a half. 

During the final two-minute wrap-up 
speeches, candidates urged citizens to 
vote on October 18. Close to 120 people 
attended the all-candidates forum held in 
the multi-purpose room at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex.

Gayle Veno was not at the all-can- 
didates forum last week but is run¬ 
ning again for re-election. “The 
sewage lagoon is the number one 
problem," explained Veno. She said 
it’s reaching capacity and council 
needs to find funding to get the 
expansion going.

Hold applause on 
smoking stats: more 
work to be done 

Fewer Albertans than ever are smoking or using 
other tobacco products, continuing a general 
decline in the number of people who are living, 
and dying, for the tobacco habit. 

Last week Health Canada released new statistics 
showing that 18 per cent of residents now use 
tobacco, a decline of about two per cent from two 
years ago. 

The downturn is good news for Alberta and 
probably a good indication that anti-tobacco use 
programs and policies are having the desired 
j effect, say health-care providers. 

Alberta Health says tobacco use causes the pre¬ 
mature death of about 3,000 Albertans every year. 

As such and not surprisingly, Dr. Gerry Predy, 
Alberta’s senior medical officer of health, says the 
continuing decline in tobacco use is a very posi¬ 
tive move in the right direction. 

“The smoking numbers going down will mean of 
course that in the longer term we will see a health¬ 
ier population which is really what this is all 
about,” said Predy. 

Also encouraging is the fact that Alberta is now 
even with the national average when it comes to 
tobacco use, after decades of being above the 
average. 

The provincial government has implemented a 
number of high-profile anti-tobacco use measures 
in recent years, including a ban on workplace and 
public area smoking, a prohibition on the sale of 
tobacco products in pharmacies, and the virtual 
elimination of public tobacco advertising. 

As well, Alberta continues to have some of the 
f highest tobacco taxes anywhere in Canada, costs 

health-care providers say probably go a long way 
towards keeping young people in particular from 
taking up the habit. 

While the overall decline in tobacco use is 
encouraging, not all the news is good news on the 
anti-smoking front - Health Canada says 80 per 
cent of all new smokers are under the age of 18. 

“The combined efforts of the Alberta govern¬ 
ment and health organizations to reduce tobacco 
use are having the desired effect” says Tony 
Hudson, president of The Lung Association of 
Alberta. 

“However we can’t rest on our achievements or 
we could lose the momentum that took decades 
to achieve. We need to focus our efforts on keep¬ 
ing kids tobacco-free including more measures to 
curb tobacco marketing to youth”. 

The provincial government and its stakeholder 
partners should be applauded for the efforts that 
have lead to the overall decline in tobacco use. 
However, the fight to keep young people from 
becoming tobacco users in the first place must be 
pursued with increased vigor. 

In particular, wouldn’t it be a good thing if the 
Stelmach government started actually enforcing 
the existing provincial law that prohibits any per¬ 
son under the age of 18 from having any tobacco 
product in his or her possession?

Roll back the clock on Bill 50 


Epcor and AltaLink have filed an 
application to build the controver¬ 
sial Heartland transmission line 
around the southern and eastern 
edges of Edmonton. 

The companies filed their applica¬ 
tion with the Alberta Utilities 
Commission last Tuesday estimating 
that the transmission line will cost 
$580 million. 

This is the first project proposed 
as a result of the passage of the con¬ 
troversial Bill 50, The Electric 
Statues Amendment Act. 

Bill 50 eliminated the regulatory 
process that determined whether or 
not a transmission line was needed 
or warranted. 

Critics at the time claimed the 
elimination of the regulatory 
process could lead to unnecessary 
projects and the doubling and 
tripling of electricity bills. Much of 
this was dismissed by the propo¬ 
nents of Bill 50. 

The Heartland project application 
submitted last Tuesday is now pro¬ 


jected to cost 03 per cent more than 
the anticipated $300 million previ¬ 
ously claimed by the Alberta govern¬ 
ment. Critics claim the 93 per cent 
increase, if it remains universal and 
does not increase further, will raise 
the overall proposals recommended 
by the Alberta Electric System 
Operator over the next 10 years to 
$32 billion. This is a 16,000 per cent 
increase over the value of the exist¬ 
ing grid, which is currently estimat¬ 
ed to be valued at $2 billion. 

To put this in perspective, a 16,000 
per cent increase in Alberta’s road 
infrastructure would increase the 
average two-lane highway in Alberta 
to 32 lanes wide. Using the same 
factor of 16, the QEI1 from 
Edmonton to Calgary would 
increase to 64 lanes wide. A 16,000 
per cent increase in Alberta’s educa¬ 
tional system would see the $31.4 
million invested in students every 
school day rise to $502.40 per day. A 
16,000 per cent increase in Alberta’s 
electricity grid is more than double 


the value of what Alberta budgets 
annually for health care! 

Critics warn that if transmission 
charges, generally found on page 
two or three of an electric bill, rise 
by 16,000 per cent over the next 10 
years, the average household in 
Alberta will see its electricity bills 
triple, and many small businesses 
(commercial businesses pay a much 
higher rate) will see their electricity 
bills rise by a factor of five times. 
The impact of such a whopping 
increase could in effect extinguish 
many small businesses, devastate 
local communities, and put into 
jeopardy many jobs in Alberta. 

The solution is to roll back the 
clock on Bill 50 and repeal it. 
Evaluate each and every proposal to 
build a transmission line on the 
basis that it is needed and required 
by the public now, and in the future. 
After all, the public is paying for it!

Scare tactics not necessary in water debate

Recently, John Carey, a former executive at Environment 
Canada and top expert on water policy addressed an inter¬ 
national conference in Montreal and explained that, scare 
campaigns to the contrary, Canada is in no danger of running 
out of freshwater. Carey’s comments provide a useful shirt¬ 
ing point for a reorientation of policy discourse away from 
emotional scare tactics and towards the development of 
rational strategies for managing Canada's water. 

Millions of dollars have been spent on public relations 
campaigns designed to frighten Canadians and make us feel 
guilty about using water. For example, Karen Kun of an 
organization calk'd Waterlution has suggested that it is 
“unfair” of Canadians to use more water than people in other 
countries, and that a “water crisis” looms if we persist in our 
overconsumption. While it is true that |ht capita water use 
in Canada is high by international standards, Carey is correct 
in stating that Canada has far more freshwater than its pop 
illation Ls ever likely to use. While Canada makes up just one 
half of one percent of the world’s population, our country 
contains 20 percent of the world’s freshwater, and seven [K-r 
cent of all renewable freshwater resources. 

The abundance of Canada’s water compared to the small 
needs of its population can be understood by considering 
that total freshwater withdrawals each year represent less 
than two per cent of the country’s annual supply of renew¬ 
able freshwater. By comparison, Canada’s NAFTA trading 
partners, the United States and Mexico, withdraw 17 and 19 
per cent respectively. Many countries withdraw a much larg¬ 
er percentage of their renewable freshwater-Germany with¬ 
draws 40 per cent each year. These numbers confirm Carey’s 
assertion that Canada is not in danger of exhausting its 
freshwater supplies. 

Of course there are regions of the country where water is 


scarce and which sometimes experience severe draughts. 
The notion, however, that a national effort at water austeri¬ 
ty is required to prevent ('anada from “running out of water” 
is not supported by the facts. 

None of this is to say that high level of water consumption 
is harmless. Cany also pointed out that there are other costs 
associated with water usage, such as the energy required to 
treat water and pump it into taps. Canada’s high level of 
water use riquircs the consumption of significant energy 
resource's that could otherwise be used elsewhere in the 
economy or conserved for the future. 

The problem Ls that Canadians are largely insulated from 
these costs by policies that subsidize the use of water, and 
create incentives for overconsumption. One egregious 
example Ls flat rate water pricing, which still exists in many 
communities, under which consumers are charged the same 
fees no matter how much water they use. 

The simplest way to ensure that people take all of the rel¬ 
evant costs into account when they make decisions about 
water consumption is to require them to pay the full cost of 
processing and delivering the water they use. By charging 
consumers the full cost of delivering and processing water, 
we can ensure that individuals bear the costs of consuming 
lots of water as well as enjoying the benefits. Under thi'se 
conditions, we can bo confident t hat rational, self-interested 
decision making will result in the efficient allocation of ener¬ 
gy resources, with the appropriate amount being sjx'nt on 
the delivery of water and the appropriate amount remaining 
available for other purposes. 

While targeted subsidies should bo used to ensure that 
low-income Canadians have access to the water they not'd, 
there Ls no reason to shield most Canadians from the full 
cost of the water they use. This just leads to market distor¬ 
tions and economic inefficiencies - such as overeonsump- 


ed out by John Carey. 

Too often, discourse about water policy in Canada is dom¬ 
inated by emotional appeals rather than rational argument. 
There is no need to scan' Canadians with false claims that 
we an' running out of water, or guilt trip them with charges 
of intergenerational irresponsibility. Instead, we can reduce 
water use to the appropriate level by simply charging indi¬ 
viduals and consumers the full price of water - and then let¬ 
ting them decide how much they want to consume.

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Food bank 
hosts open 
house

The Mountain View Food Hank hosted an open house 
on Saturday allowing t In* public to see the improved 
fac ility in Olds it has been operating in since December 
of last year. 

The new facility gives much easier access to the food 
hank, which was previously located in the basement of 
the provincial building on the south side of 50 Avenue. 
The new space is in the same building but located on the 
first floor, explained Carol Johnston, president of the 
MVFB. 

There are many advantages to the new space, she said. 

“A lot of the clients that we have coming in had to use 
the elevator (to get to the basement) because they were 
unable to go up and down the stairs," she said, noting 
that other clients find it much easier to not have to carry 
items up stairs. 

For volunteers, windows in the* new space makes also 
makes it much better. 

“It's (also) just much easier unloading the food," she 
said. 

The food bank still has the basement available to it for 
storage, effectively doubling the size of the space. The 
new upstairs space has about 180 square metres (2,000) 
square feet. 

The food bank secured the new space after a problem 
with the elevator made it difficult for clients to access the 
basement. The group made inquiries about potentially 
using the then-empty space upstairs until the elevator 
was repaired. The request to use the upstairs temporari¬ 
ly was granted and then when the lease was about to 
expire on the downstairs the group was granted a lease 
— with the help of Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills MLA 
Richard Mar/. — for both spaces.

Recent efforts throughout Mountain View County have 
proven the communities continue to strongly support the 
food bank. The Didsbury Lions Club held a food drive on 
September 23 that netted about 1,800 kilograms (4,(MM) 
pounds) of food. Two days later, the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints in Olds held a similar effort in 
which close to double the amount of the Didsbury drive 
was collected, fully restocking the shelves. Another one 
in Sundre will be held on Oct. 23. 

The food drives came just in time, as stocks of pud¬ 
dings, cereals, granola bars, juice and other items wen' 
running low. 

“We buy the basics; the soups, the canned goods that 


we put in the hampers every week. However the extras 
like juice . . . that was getting low,” Johnston said. 

Food bank usage is up by 22 per cent this year over 
last, mainly due to an increase in the number of people 
working part-time, said Harry Warne, treasurer of the 
MVFB. A total of 1,579 hampers had been handout out as 
of Sept. 30, up from 1,297 during the same time in 2009. 

The MVFB opeates entirely on volunteers. There are 12 
people on the board of directors plus almost 30 others 
put in additional time doing various tasks at the organiza¬ 
tion such as purchasing, stocking the shelves anti other 
jobs to keep the food bank running. All of the volunteers 
combined put in nearly 12,000 hours last year.

A history of keeping 
Albertans fire-safe 


Fire Prevention Week, just like the fire service itself, has 
a long and proud history. 

It was established to commemorate the Great Chicago 
Fire of 1871. This tragic conflagration killed more than 
250 people, left 100.000 homeless, and destroyed more 
than 17,400 structures. 

Every year, fin 1 educators across Canada bring impor¬ 
tant safety messages during Fire Prevention Week to their 
communities to help prevent fires, injuries, and deaths. 

The Alberta Emergency Management Agency (AEMA), 
in partnership with emergency services, recognizes Fire 
Prevention Week as an important awareness campaign 
that teaches Albertans about fire prevention and safety. 

During the five year period between 2003 and 2007, 
there was an average of 5,300 fires reported each year. 
These fires resulted in an average of 30 deaths, 260 
injuries and approximately $334 million in property loss. 

Most fire deaths and injuries happen in places where 
Albertans feel the safest, their homes. Thirty-three per 
cent of all fires occur in the home and 70 per cent of all 
fire deaths 

Careless smoking is the number one cause of home fire 
deaths. Unattended cooking is the number one cause of 
home fire injuries.

Firefighting a 
worthwhile job

Being on the Didsbury fire department has reinforced 
Curtis Mousseau’s resolve that prevention etui stop the 
devastating effects of fire. 

“Smoke detectors do save lives," says Mousseau, a vol¬ 
unteer firefighter on the Didsbury department. 

The sentiment isn't just Mousseau's. It’s actually this 
year’s theme of Fire Prevention Week. 

But it’s also a slogiui the Didsbury Fire Department lives 
by. For years, a sign noting those exact words has been dis¬ 
played on the outside of the fire hall in large letters. 

“It’s common sense. If you’re alerted, you can get out. 
Otherwise it may be too late," said Mousseau. 

The five-year veteran of the department grew up inti¬ 
mately knowing the effects of fire and prevention meth¬ 
ods, with the help of his father. 

Hick Mousseau has been fire chief of the department 
since 1994. 

The younger Mousseau said he most likely joined the 
volunteer fire department because of his dad’s involve¬ 
ment. 

“Probably because I saw the camaraderie in the depart¬ 
ment and the fact that we can help make a difference,” said 
Mousseau, adding it is an extremely rewarding experience. 

Department members not only get c;dled to provide fire¬ 
fighting and prevention activities, they also go on calls for 
medic-assist, alarms, and accidents. 

Mousseau said one of the most memorable moments on 
the job was being on scone of a house trailer fire on Hwy. 
2A just north of Didsbury in recent years. 

“It was really unfortunate. 1 remember a dog was 
trapped (in the trailer) and you could just hear him howl¬ 
ing," Mousseau said. 

That sound has been unforgettable, he said.

Which alarm is better? 


Many smoke alarm models now come equipped with 
enhanced features including: 

Hush buttons: This feature allows you to temporarily 
silence the smoke alarm in the event of a nuisance alarm 
such as cooking fumes. Pressing the hush button automat¬ 
ically switches the alarm to a reduced sensitivity condi¬ 
tion for a limited period of time If a real fire occurs, and 
the quantity of smoke reaching the smoke alarm is suffi¬ 
cient, the alarm will sound. 

10-Year Lithium Batteries: Alarms that use these batter¬ 
ies can operate for up to 10 years without requiring a 
change of battery. 

Escape Light: When the smoke alarm sounds, an escape 
light is also activated, helping you to exit the area. 

Alarms with Strobe Lights: Some alarms are equipped 
with strobe lights to alert people who are deaf or hard of 
hearing. You can also choose tactile notification appli¬ 
ances, such as a pillow or bed shaker, which are activated 
by the sound of the smoke alarm. 

Combination Alarms: A combination alarms combines a 
smoke alarm and carbon monoxide alarm in one unit. 

Remote Controlled Testing Buttons: No need to climb 
up on a ladder—smoke alarms with remote controlled 
testing buttons allow you to use most standard TV/VCR 
remote controls to test your smoke alarm. 


An ionization smoke alarm is generally more responsive 
to smoke from flaming fires like a flaming pan fire. 

A photoelectric alarm is generally more responsive to 
smoke from smoldering fires like cigarette igniting a slow 
burning fire on a sofa cushion. 

laboratory tests indicate that either alarm is equally 
effective in the home. Many household fires produce 
detectable amounts of both visible and invisible smoke. 
Either detector will provide suitable warning for a safe 
escape from a fire emergency. 

You may choose to install one of each type of smoke 
alarm in the home. This is recommended by the Alberta 
Emergency Management Agency. Dual ionization/photo¬ 
electric alarms, which combine both technologies in one 
alarm, are available. 

Ensure you smoke alarm has been tested and labeled by 
an independent testing laboratory such as Underwriters 
Laboratories of Canada (cUL). This ensures the product is 
certified for the Canadian market, and to the applicable 
Canadian standard. 


Proper installation important 


To ensure your family is alerted to any smoke or fire 
danger, follow the guidelines below when installing 
smoke alarms in your home. 


Hard of hearing? 


• Install smoke alarms on every level of your 
home, including the basement. For added safety, install 
smoke alarms inside bedrooms. 

• Mount smoke alarms high on walls or on ceilings. 

• Avoid installing smoko alarms near windows, 
doors or air ducts where drafts. 

• Always follow manufacturer’s instructions when 
installing a smoke alarm. 


People who are hard of hearing should use smoke 
alarms with strobe lights. 

Make sure that the alarm you are using has been tested 
and certified by an independent testing laboratory (such 
asULC).

In larger or multi storey homes, the sound of a distant 
smoke alarm may not be loud enough to provide a proper 
warning, especially for sleeping individuals. That is why 
interconnected smoke alarms are highly recommended. 
This ensures that when one smoke alarm sounds, they all 
do. A licensed electrician can install hardwired multiple- 
station alarms. Wireless alarms, which manufacturers 
have recently started producing, can be installed by the 
homeowner.

Teens rummage, steal 

Four Didsbury teens were caught rum¬ 
maging through and stealing items from 
unlocked cars in town. 

The group, two girls and two boys 
between the ages of 15 and 17, stole as 
much as $900 from one vehicle as well as 
GPS locators, iPods, wallets, identification 
sunglasses, cellphones and CDs from oth¬ 
ers.

Numerous charges will be placed 
against two teens while the other two will 
be sent before youth justice. 

“Those who leave their doors unlocked 
are presenting crimes of opportunity," said 
Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. “Don’t keep valuables 
in your vehicles."

Krasman warns the consequences of children posting 
naked pictures or videos of themselves is far more 
severe then they might realize. 

“Once you send it out in the internet it’s basically 
gone to the wild. It's like a dandelion being blown to 
the wind, you don’t know where those little pieces of 
the dandelion have gone, there’s no way to capture it. 
That's what happens when you send naked picture of 
yourself to people you don’t know. You absolutely can¬ 
not control it. It’s gone wild.” She said employers use 
social networking sites to find more information about 
potential employees and photos kids take of them¬ 
selves now can come back to haunt them when they’re 
looking for a job when they’re older. She also warns of 
legal trouble kids are getting themselves into. 

"If you are making your own child pornography and 
you’re under IS years of age you are committing an 
offence. It is making child pornography. And if you 
send it to somebody you are now distributing child 
pornography. And then the person you sent it to. They 
are now in possession of it. If they send it on, they’re 


now distributing it. Like I say, it’ a virus gone wild.” 

In the sexting example, the girl and boy aren’t facing 
charges and the webcam case is still under investiga¬ 
tion but police say they are treating the girl as a victim. 
Police explain deciding when to lay charges on chil¬ 
dren producing or distributing child pornography is 
determined case by case. 

“If they were personally profiting from it, if they were 
an underage porn star or something we would look into 
laying a charge," explained t’pl. Warren Wright. “It’s 
one of those things where it’s case by case. Sometimes 
it’s in consultation with the crown prosecutor to deter¬ 
mine if they will proceed with a charge." He explained 
that in the sexting case police were trying to approach 
it from an educational standpoint. 

“It was dealt with by way of stern warning and we’re 
hoping to educate these children. It’s not in the public 
interest to lay charges," he said. 

The girl who was making videos of herself is being 
considered a victim because police believe it was a 
matter of manipulation and coercion. Investigators 
with Integrated Child Exploitation Team in Calgary are 
trying to determine who has been receiving the videos. 

Police still need to track the online presence to a per¬ 


son before they can determine who the person is that 
received the videos from the Didsbury teen and 
whether or not the video has been distributed else¬ 
where. 

On October Hi the Carstairs Community Resource 
Centre is offering a cyber safe program for children 
ages 8 to 11 that focuses on how to be safe online. On 
October 2.1, A Girl’s Way, a self-esteem workshop for 
children and teens 12 -15 will run. 

“1 think that will be another layer of letting the girls 
know that there are risks and temptation out there to 
expose yourself in inappropriate ways” explained 
Bowman. “If you’re uncomfortable it's possible to 
understand there’s consequences and there’s other 
ways to feel confident and feel healthy and not make 
those choices,” she said. 

Didsbury Neighborhood Place currently isn’t offering 
any programs but manager of community services in 
Didsbury, Nicole Aasen, said it’s something they would 
consider. 

“If it’s something that’s been identified in Didsbury as 
a problem then Neighborhood Place would, you know, 
look at pursuing some programming to assist with it," 
she said.
